AND FISH UWS ALL 


OVERAREVHJUTED 


STATE GAME AND PISH WAROIN 


SENDS FORM LETTER TO THOSE 


WHO SIGNED THE RECENT PE- 


TITION. 


B. Z. Jonas, itate game and fish 


warden, ha* mnt * torn letter to each 
of the signers of the recent petition 
protesting against the non-enforcement 
of the game and fish laws In Volusla 
comity. The letter is as follows: 


"The volume of correspondence re- 


lating to this department nan reached 
a point whereby It la absolutely Impos- 
sible for me to give each letter a 'per- 
sonal' reply with the provisions at my 
command. Among many other Import- 
ant provisions overlooked by the leg- 
Mature creating this department It 
failed to provide sufficient clerical ser- 
vices to carry out the work necessary 
lor the success of the department I 
fterefore am compelled to resort to 
bis form of letter In answering the 
larger per cent of my letters. 


"Unfortunately, I am authorized to 


appoint only one warden 
In each 


county. Each county la so large that 
unless a man spends his entire time in 
the woods he can't cover all the county 
very1 often. He con only be in one 
dace at one and the same time. He 
s provided with no fixed regular com- 
pensation except a license fee, and ex- 
cept also when I appoint him on 'spe- 
cial service,' which means an outpour 
of the public money It I were to un- 
dertake to investigate all promiscuous 
reports made to me by those who are 
not willing to make an affidavit. There- 
ore, you will see that, while a warden 
will be required to make reasonable 
effort to apprehend all violations. It Is 
purely speculative on his part to make 


Investigation of the reports of vio- 


ations which are not supported by 
affidavits, and absolutely unreasonable 
>n my part to require him to investi- 
gate all of the reports without putting 
him on 'special service' duty, and the 
ntlre fund would soon be depleted. 


'It is my opinion that a sufficient 


amount of the fund created by this de- 
partment should be retained in the 
reasury to its credit for the purpose of 
carrying out the primary purpose of 
be laws. 
"Again, at first I received practically 


to assistance from the several sheriffs 
and their deputies, whose duties it Is 
o enforce the game and fish laws of 
he state the same as all other crim- 
nal laws; but the sheriffs are now 
eallzlng the importance of protection 
o game, birds and flsh, as well as their 
uty to assist me, especially where 
flotations are reported -to them or 
ome under their observation, and 
heir assistance will result in a more 
Igld enforcement of the laws. 
"1 receive almost dally reports of 
lolatlons of the fish laws 
Unfortun- 


tely there has been no provision for 
evenue to this deoartment from the 
ally wholesale slaughtering of our 
sh. There is almost a steady out- 
our of the money received from sale 
' hunter's licenses trying to cope 
with the conditions regarding viola- 
Ions of the flsh laws 
If I could get 


proper co-operation of the lower court 
ffioials my efforts to enforce the flsh 
aws would result In more good. 


"I ask that you accept this In answer 


o your letter, and assure you that 
hlngs mentioned in your letters will 
ecelve my personal attention where 
onditlons and provisions will war- 
rant I ask that you also appeal to 
our sheriff and his deputies for their 
protection. I am sure If you will do 
o your appeals 
will not go un- 


answered.

THEIR

GROVES AT WILL. 


MIAMI, Nov. .—Is there any way 


by which hunters' licenses can be re- 
voked and dogs and 
men seeking 


game prohibited from roaming this 
country? 


This question is being anxiously 


looked Into by growers who have their 
interests in the citrus industry at 
stake in the fight against citrus can- 
ker. The extremely contagious char- 
acter of this disease, and the ease 
with which it can be carried on cloth- 
ng or in the fur of animals is causing 
the growers to fear dire results of the 
tramping of the country by hunters 
and their dogg. 


Local lawyers are looking into the 


question to see if there is any way 
by which the licenses can be revoked 
and hunting prohibited in the county. 
If an act of the governor can bring 
this about he will be appealed 
to. 


The posting of property does not pre- 
vent trespass by hunters, the growers 
claim. If the prey sought crosses 
from an open space to a citrus grove 
the average hunter will follow it, tres- 
pass or no trespass, it is claimed. 
Dogs, of course, have no respect for 
posted signs, and they may carry the 
disease as well as humans.

B. Z. Jonas, itate game and fish 


warden, has Mint a torn letter to each 
of the signers of the recent petition 
protesting against the non-enforcement 
of the game and fish laws In Volusla 
county. The letter is as follows: 


"The volume of correspondence ro- 


uting to this department nan reached 
a point whereby It la absolutely Impos- 
sible for me to give each letter a 'per- 
sonal' reply with the provisions at my 
command. Among many other Import- 
ant provisions overlooked by the leg 
islature creating this department 1 
failed to provide sufficient clerical ser 
vices to carry out the work necessary 
for the success of the department 
therefore am compelled to resort to 
this form of letter In answering the 
larger per cent of my letters. 


"Unfortunately, I am authorized to 


appoint only one warden 
in 
each 


county. Each county Is so large thai 
unless a man spends his entire time In 
the woods he can't cover all the county 
very often. He con only be in one 
place at one and the same time. He 
to provided with no fixed regular com- 
pensation except a license fee, and ex- 
cept also when I appoint him on 'spe- 
cial service,' which means an outpour 
of the public money it I were to un-

dertake to investigate all promiscuous 
reports made to me by those who are 
not willing to make an affidavit. There- 
fore, you will see that, while a warden 
will be required to make reasonable 
effort to apprehend all violations, it Is 
purely speculative on his part to make 
an Investigation of the reports of vio- 
lations which are not supported by 
affidavits, and absolutely unreasonable 
on my part to require him to investi- 
gate all of the reports without putting 
him on 'special service' duty, and the 
entire fund would soon be depleted. 


It is my opinion that a sufficient 


amount of the fund created by this de- 
partment should be retained in the 
treasury to Us credit for the purpose of 
carrying out the primary purpose of 
the laws. 


"Again, at first I received practically 


no assistance from the several sheriffs 
and their deputies, whose duties it is 
to enforce the game and fish laws of 
the state the same as all other crim- 
inal laws; but the sheriffs are now 
realizing the importance of protection 
to game, birds and fish, as well as their 
duty to assist me, especially where 
violations are reported -to them or 
come under their observation, and 
their assistance will result in a more 
rigid enforcement of the laws. 


"I receive almost dally reports of 


violations of the fish laws 
Unfortun- 


ately there has been no provision for 
revenue to this denartment from the 
dally wholesale slaughtering of our 
fish. There Is almost a steady out- 
pour of the money received from sale 
o' hunter's licenses trying to cope 
with the conditions regarding viola- 
tions of the fish laws If I could get 
proper co-operation of the lower court 
officials my efforts to enforce the fish 
laws would result In more good. 


"I ask that you accept this In answer 


to your letter, and assure you that 
•things mentioned in your letters will 
receive my personal attention where 
conditions and provisions will war- 
rant I ask that you also appeal to 
your sheriff and his deputies for their 
protection. I am sure if you will do 
so your appeals will not go un- 
answered.

MIAMI, Nov. .—Is there any way 


by which hunters' licenses can be re- 
voked and dogs and 
men seeking 


game prohibited from roaming this 
country? 


This Question is being 
anxiously 


ooked into by growers who have their 
interests in the citrus industry at 
stake in the fight against citrus can- 
ker. The extremely contagious char- 
acter of this disease, and the ease 
with which It can be carried on cloth- 
ng or in the fur of animals is causing 
the growers to fear dire results of the 
tramping of the country by hunters 
and their dogs. 


Local lawyers are looking into the 


question to see If there is any way 
by which the licenses can be revoked 
and hunting prohibited In the county. 
If an act of the governor can bring 
this about he will be appealed 
to. 


The posting of property does not pre- 
vent trespass by hunters, the growers 
claim. If the prey sought crosses 
from an open space to a citrus grove 
the average hunter will follow it, tres- 
pass or no trespass, it is claimed. 
Dogs, of course, have no respect for 
posted signs, and they may carry the 
disease as well as humans.
